Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  1948  aggregated  $1,912,200,000,  an  increase  of  209 
percent  over  the  $619,300,000  sales  in  1939>  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  196  percent  rise  over  the  same 
period,  reaching  a  total  of  $2,039,400,000  in  1948  as  compared  with  $689,000,000  in 
1939 o  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  totaling 
$121,200,000  in  1948  compared  with  $37,800,000  in  1939.  Hotel  receipts  moved  from 
$8,200,000  in  1939  to  $19,300,000  in  1948.  Amusement  businesses  in  the  State  recorded 
receipts  of  $40,000,000  in  1948  compared  with  $16,000,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  oyer  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
109,170  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November ,15,  1948.  Of  these, 
90,714  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  75,468  and  61,227.  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  33,400  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of 
November  15,  1948,  compared  with  25,315  for  the  sarae  week  in  1939.  For  the  selected 
service  trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  20,509;  the  comparable 
figure  for  1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  14,178-

Except  as  indicated  above,    includes  figures  for  establishments,   other  than  whole- 
sale,  not  located  in  cities  of  2,500  inhabitants  or  more,   and  wholesale  establish- 
ments not  located  in  cities  of  5,000  inhabitants  or  more, 
GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  IB,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation f'or  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient   number   of  establishments.

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
Business  covered  all  establishments 
'.n  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRE 
1948    CENSUS 

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a    sufficient   number   of   establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number   of  establishments.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Worcester 
County,  fferyland,  which  also  includes  data  for  Pocomoke  City.  Final  figures,  super- 
seding the  preliminary  data  for  Worcester  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for 
the  State  of  Jteryland  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

MASSACHUSETTS 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Massachusetts  showed  a 
substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  I948  according  to  prelim- 
inary figiares  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.,  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  1948  aggregated  $4,258,300,000,  an  increase  of  145 
percent  over  the  $1,737,700,000  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  183  percent  rise  over  the  same 
period,  reaching  a  total  of  $6,327,300,000  in  1948  as  compared  with  $2,232,100,000  in 
1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  total- 
ing $275,300,000  in  1948  compared  with  $124,300,000  in  1939.  Hotel  receipts  moved  from 
$26,800,000  in  1939  to  $68,300,000  in  1948.  Amusement  businesses  in  the  State  recorded 
receipts  of  $88,000,000  in  1948  compared  with  $38,600,000  in  1939. 

Snployment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
254,609  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of  these, 
199,982  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  210,116  and  164,550.  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  80,591  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  November 
15,  1948,  compared  with  60,134  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the  selected  service 
trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  niombered  44,265;  the  comparable  figure  for 
1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  37,381. 

t    These  preliminary  figures  have  been  compiled  from  similar  releases  being  made  avail- 
able for  each  county  in  Massachusetts.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data 
for  Massachusetts,  will  be  included  in  a  State  Bulletin  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES   FOR   THE    1948    CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
coanty  in  the  (Jnited  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Censns  of  Business.  The  infonnation  is  based  on  re- 
ports snbmitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  sre  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Censns  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  infonnation 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  nnmber  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Censns  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  Jnne  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Cenmum. — The  1948  Censns  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Indnstrlal  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
thi.  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
gronps — personal  services,  business  services,  aotomobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sns.  In  a  namber  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eatabliahment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Censns  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  nnmber  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Salea  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES    FOR  THE 
1948    CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number   of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Censvs. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standaril  classification  may 
have    a  considerable   effect    in   comparing 


1948   with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect   to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  15,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  enJ  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any   taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. . . " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness  in  November   1948. 

Employment . — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment. 
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BRISTOL  GOUOTI,  MASS,

ness was  takeno  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  201  percent  rise  ovei 
the  same' period,  reaching  a  total  of  |175o5  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $58.3 
million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported 
receipts  totaling  $19 « 2  million  in  1948  compared  with  |6„  6  million  in  1939..  Amuse- 
ment businesses  in  the  county  recorded  receipts  of  |5  9  million  in  1948.  No  compar- 
able figure  for  1939  is  available « 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments 
reported  18,056  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948 «  Of 
these,  14.,  106  worked  the  full  weekp  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  compar- 
able total  and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  13,888  and  10,44.8.  Wholesale 
trade  establishments  reported  a  total  of  3^54-5  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the 
week  of  November  15,  194-8,  compared  with  2,34-0  for  the  same  week  in  1939 <•  For  the 
selected  service  trades,  November  15,  194-8,  paid  employees  numbered  3>272;  the  comr- 
parable  figure  for  1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was 
2,06l„

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
IS  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
connty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  nnder  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1983, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Fiecutive  Office  of  the  President;  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
toorist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  19S9  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  inclnded  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  19S9  dati.,  particalarl? 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establiahment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trados.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  providec!  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sates  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whetaer  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  vho  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  tT'pically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have  a  considerable  effect  in  comparing 


1948  with  1939  data,  particularly  with 
respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  enJ  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store'  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. . ." 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Middlesex  Coiunty, 
Massachusetts,  showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to 
194s  according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U,  S.  Department  of  Commerce, 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated' $754»0  million,  an  increase  of 
150  percent  over  the  $301^4  million  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Busi- 
ness was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  coxmty  showed  a  276  percent  rise  over 
the  same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $555*7  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  |147«.7 
million  in  193 9»  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported 
receipts  totaling  $49»1  million  in  1948  compared  with  $24»5  million  in  1939«>  Hotel 
receipts  moved  from  $1.1  million  in  1939  to  $2.2  million  in  1948.  Amusement  busi- 
nesses in  the  county  recorded  receipts  of  $9.6  million  in  1948.  No  comparable  figure 
for  1939  is  available. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9~year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  re- 
ported 42,637  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of 
these,  31,758  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  compara- 
able  total  and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  35,877  and  26,120.  Wholesale 
trade  establishments  reported  a  total  of  10,267  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the 
week  of  November  15,  1948,  compared  with  6,221  for  the  same  week  in  1939*  For  the 
selected  service  trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  8,295;  the  compara- 
able  figure  for  193 9j  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses j,  was  7,694^ 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Middlesex 
County,  Massachusetts.  The  report  also  contains  data  for  twenty-six  cities  of  2,500 
inhabitants  or  more  located  in  Middlesex  County.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1988, 
1936.  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Centut. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  foor 
groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  incladed  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eatabliahnient  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $6,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $600  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multinnit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Salea  and  receipta. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

i*roprietor».— "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Nnmber  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  nnmber  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
coanty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1986.  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Cenaua. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eatabliahment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $6,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Censns  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the'end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
off  ices  of  mnltiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Salet  and  receipta. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietora. — "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

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GENERAL  CI.SCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census, 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides. that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have  a  considerable  effect  in  comparing 


1948  with  1939  data,  particularly  with 
respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  enJ  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. . . " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness in  November  1948. 

Employment . — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment. 
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SUFFOLK  COUHTY,  MASS. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Siiffolk  County,  Massachu- 
setts,' showed  a  substantial  escpansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19^8 
according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^8  aggregated  $1,1^1-3,300,000,  an,  increase  of 
122  percent  over  the  $515^000^0C»0  sales  in  1939j.  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  175  percent  rise  over  the  same 
period,  reaching  a  total  of  $4,625,ii.00,000  in  19^8  as  compared  with$l,680p300,OOOinl939o 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Oensus  of  Business  reported  receipts  totaling 
$95,000,000  in  19^8  compared  with  $46,600,000  in  1939-  Hotel  receipts  moved  from 
$15,200,000  in  1939  to  $3^!-, 200, 000  in  19^1-80  Amusement  businesses  in  the  county  recorded 
receipts  of  $42,500,000  in  19^8.  No  comparable  figure  for  1939  is  available. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  ai^^  19^8  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
76,539  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  I5,  1948,  Of  these, 
63^995  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  of igures  for  1939  were  69,546  and  58,449.  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  47,222  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  loverober 
15,  1948,  compared  with  37,793  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the  selected  service 
trades,  November  I5,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  l4,795;  the  comparable  figure  for  1939, 
adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  l4,265. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Suffolk  County, 
Massachusetts.  The  report  also  contains  data  for  Boston,  'Chelsea,  Revere,  ajsd  Winthrop 
town. 

Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Suffolk  County,  will  be  included 
in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
counties  and" States.

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services.

"Foil  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

^     Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  194Q  aggregated  $5,941,500,000,  an  increase  of 
226  percent  over  the  $1,820,800,000  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of 
Business  was  taken^  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  237  percent  rise 
over  the  same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $6,486,000,000  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$1,926,500,000  in  1939*  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  re~ 
ported  receipts  totaling  $362,400,000  in  1948  compared  with  $122,500,000  in  1939o 
.Hotel  receipts  moved  from  $29,100,000  in  1939  to  $67»6O0,O0O  in  1948c  Amusement 
businesses  in  the  State  recorded  receipts  of  $92,600,000  in  1948  compared  with 
$36,000,000  in  1939.- 

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9=-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  re- 
ported 305,887  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of 
these,  240,319  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  weeko  The  compar- 
arable  total  and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  208,645  and  l65,837o  ^//holesale 
trade  establishments  reported  a  total  of  83,190  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the 
week  of  November  15,  1948,  compared  with  53,695  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the 
selected  service  trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  55,273l  the  compar- 
arable  figure  for  1939»  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was 
35,952. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  compiled  from  similar  releases  being  made  avail-

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948    CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
IS  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number   of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  'that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellancious  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic    services. 


This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Censujs.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have    a   considerable    effect    in   comparing 


1948   with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect   to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  S500  for  estab- 
iishurients  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organ:  ziitions,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  reprfjsent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  enu  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"   warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  rece/pcs  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any   taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. . . " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness  in  November   1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment .

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION    OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR   THE    1948   CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  lor  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliiriinary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  19  48  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935.  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Ceneus. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. -~?OT  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  rfere  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
coanty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminar;  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infonnation  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  infonnation 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
198S.  and  1989. 

Scope  of  the  Cenaua.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Emtabliahment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognisable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infonnation  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES   FOR   THE    1948    CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standarid  classification  may 
have  a  considerable  effect  in  comparing 


1948  with  1939  data,  particularly  with 
respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

185  percent  over  the  $85.3  million  sales  in  1939?  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Btjsiness 
was  takeno  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  72  percent  rise  over  the  same 
period^  reaching  a  total  of  $130 o^  million  in  19^8  as  compared  with  $76.0  million  in 
1939»  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  totaling 
$lle6  million  in  19^8  compared  with  $4.3  million  in  1939°  Jimusement  businesses  in  the 
county  recorded  receipts  of  $3.5  million  in  19^8,  No  comparable  figure  for  1939  is 
available.

change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  1,240. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  trom   a  Census  report  on  Genesee  County, 
Michigan.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
coDnty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  eipected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infonnation  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  fcind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
connty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  cajnps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
tare  theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as

other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  auid  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Safes  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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HILLSDALE  COUIITY,  MICH. 

Retail,  vrfiolesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Hillsdale  County,  Michigan. 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U,  So  Department  of  Goranerceo 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  s^24o2  million,  an  increase  of 
284  percent  over  the  ;i?6o3  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken,  >lholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $8o7  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $307  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business 
recorded  receipts  totaling  $1,0  million  in  1948  compared  with  |0„3  million  in  1939 0 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-ye'ar  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
1,223  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948,  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  796  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.- 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Hillsdale 
County^  Michigan,  inhich  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Hillsdale,  Final  figures, 
superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Hillsdale  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin 
for  the  State  of  Michigan  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  m.11   be  made 
available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States,

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count.

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered

GENEEUL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
lUt  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
19:?3,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  F.xecutive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.-  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 

'"uis  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
.-,us.  However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eatabliahment  definit ion. -~Yoi  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  S500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  aeparate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.  The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  buciness  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  adminis- 
trative and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and 
chain  store"  warehouses.

"Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
count;  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  infoimation 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1988, 
1986,  and  1989. 

Scope  of  the  Ctnaua, — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  -and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as

EBtttbliMhtnent  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $6,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $600  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi-

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  iii  Kalamazoo  Cotmty,  Michigan, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  tirade  from  1939  to  194^  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S,  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $122.7  million,  an  increase  of  199 
percent  over  the  $41.1  million  in  1939,  vrtien  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $91»2  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
123.3  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $6.8  million  in  1948  compared  with  $2.3  million  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 

the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  9,276 

paid  en^loyees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a 

total  of  6,483  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Kalamazoo  County, 
Michigan,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Kalamazoo.  Final  figures,  supersed- 
ing the  preliminary  data  for  Kalamazoo  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the 
State  of  Michigan  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available 
this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Censns  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports snbmitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Censns  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Censns 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sns be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936.  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Cenmua. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eatablishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Censns  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Censns  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietora. — "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

EmpYoymenf.— "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
rounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1946  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Tlie  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  —  personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amuaements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Tlie  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  whxch  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

— The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels;

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Cenaua. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation," which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  eiclnsio&s  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR   THE    1948   CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
toorist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of -business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses,  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  ot  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infonnation  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1983, 
1986.  and  1989. 

Scope  of  the  Cenmum. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  cumber  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eatabliabment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annnal 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $6,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipta. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  «uiy  taxing  agency. 

Proprietora.  —  "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Emp/oyaient.— "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES    FOR   THE    1948   CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
connty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

WAYNE  COUNTY,  MICH. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Wayne  County,  Michigan, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  194S  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  194^  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S,  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $2,566,600,000,  an  increase  of 
224  percent  over  the  $792,900,000  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  237  percent  rise  over  the 
same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $4,569,500,000  in  1948  as  compared  with  $1,357,200,000 
in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  total- 
ing $218,000,000  in  1948  compared  with  $75,300,000  in  1939.  Hotel  receipts  moved  from 
$14,800,000  in  1939  to  $29,200,000  in  1948.  Amusement  businesses  in  the  county  recorded 
receipts  of  $48,600,000  in  1948.  No  comparable  figure  for  1939  is  available. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
138,126  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of  these, 
111,645  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  97,882  and  80,611.  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  47,086  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  Novem- 
ber 15,  1948,  compared  with  29,158  for  the  same  week  in  1939«  For  the  selected  service 
trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  34,772j  the  comparable  figure  for 
1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  22,504. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Wayne  County, 
Michigan.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
eion  in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual i  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
»v—  8»i,u^-  — vc...^..al  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters. ■  Some  important  services  not  covered 
nrj  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv-

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  ir.c.uled  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  rot  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  the.«  exclusions  aa 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eatabliahment  definition, -~Fot  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  S500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  aeparate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.  The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  buciness  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  adminis- 
trative and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and 
"chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts.— -"19^  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  al'low- 
ances;  they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  end  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. —"Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Empioyment .— "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  IS,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

WEXFORD  COUNTI,  MICH. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Wexford  County,  Mchigan, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Uo  So  Department  of  Commerce « 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $16.4  million,  an  increase  of  193 
percent  over  the  |5«6  million  in  1939<(  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  takene. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $9»1  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$3o2  million  in  1939 o   The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $406,000  in  1948  compared  with  $23.0,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades »  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  1,035 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.   This  compared  with  a 
total  of  8l6  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Wexford  County, 
Michigan,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Cadillac,  Final  figures,,  superseding 
the  preliminary  data  for  Wexford  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of 
Michigan  to  be  issued  in  several  monthso  Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year 
in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  Jnne  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1986,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Cenaua. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  inclnded  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eatabliahment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  bosiness  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multinnit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Salea  and  receipta. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietora. — "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
onployees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  enqjloyees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Easiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  tor  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935.  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  fallowing  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts.  —  "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  .that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.

The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census, 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

^fliolesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  |3.4  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$0o4  million  in  1939 •  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $235,000  in  1948  compared  with  $37,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
380  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  216  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figiores  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Kanabec  Coimty, 
Minnesota,  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Kanabec  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Minnesota  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Sim- 
ilar data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  fonn  for  each  of 
the  counties  and  States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Meeker  County,  Minnesota, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  194.8  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  194-8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U.  So  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194-8  aggregated  $15  08  million,  an  increase  of  216 
percent  over  the  $5oO  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  vra.s  taken, 
"Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $14-.

The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $4-39,000  in  19^8  compared  with  $162,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  194-8  for 
the  above  trades o  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  984-  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  194-8  o  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  561  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15 j  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Meeker  County, 
Minnesota,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Litchfield.  Final  figures,  super- 
seding the  preliminary  data  for  Meeker  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the 
State  of  Minnesota  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available 
this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.  A  single

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


the  1939  Census  of  Business 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — persona]  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
<ounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infortnation  is  baaed  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Tli»  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
exp-;cted  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  TTie 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Cetisus  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
•  il  •'holesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices . 

This  coverage  la  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  theae  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. -~For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  aeparate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

toorist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census.

— "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
lUt  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  end  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  F.xecutive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  —  personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
su.s.  However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  a* 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. -~Fot  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  S5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  S500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  sin..e  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.

GENERAL   DESCRIPTION   OF    PRELIMINARY   RELEASES    FOR   THE 
1948    CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kmd-of-business  in- 
formation for  ail  places  where  there  are 
a    sufficient   number   of   establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  t'aken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and   1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Focecutive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
autoniobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other

1948   with    1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect    to   establishment   count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  esj:ablishment.

Employment . — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  lea^t  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194-3  aggregated  $21.4  million,  an  increase  of 
224.  percent  over  the  $6,6  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $24.4-  million  in  1943  as  com- 
pared with  $5 ..2  million  in  193 9o  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Busi- 
ness recorded  receipts  totaling  $714,000  in  1948  compared  with  $241,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1943  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  1,099 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  663  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels;

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Roseau  County,  Minnesota, 
shovred  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  voliime  of  trade  from  1939  to  194^  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U,  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $10,1  million,  an  increase  of  237 
percent  over  the  $3.0  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $7.5  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$2,5  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $178,000  in  1948  compared  with  $70,000  in  1939. 

Snployment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 

the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  493  paid 

employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.   This  compared  with  a  total 

of  370  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Roseau  County, 
Minnesota,  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Roseau  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Minnesota  to  be  issued  in  several  months. 
Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of 
the  counties  and  States,  A  single  copy  of  the  preliminary  release  for  Roseau  County  as 
well  as  an  order  blank  for  other  area  releases  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C,.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  Slates,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929  1933, 
1935.  and  1939.

— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
blishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 

Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
utive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
e  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
d  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
aters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
ting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 


This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particolarly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Batabliahment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  Include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  bvsiness,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Censns  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  execotive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

/•roprietorB.  — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

— The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.

This  series  ol  releases,  of  wlilch  one  is  planned  for  each 
connty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infonnation  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
men  t  s. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES   FOR  THE    1948   CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  eipected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-bnsiness  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  Jnne  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
19S6,  and  1989. 

Scope  of  the  Centua. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Eiecntive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  uiA  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Tlie  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
exp'icted  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933.  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  —  personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters."  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  theae  exclusions  as

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Tli-i  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
exp-cted  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholeaale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Watonwan  County,  Minnesota, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  194S  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  194^  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S»  Department  of  Commerce.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933,

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Ensiness.  The  infoimation  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  nnder  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
193B.  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  ^n  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail,  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tc  Tist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
■  a  theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
:  oadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  acconnting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation," which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eatablishment  definition. ^~FoT  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  •  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishmint.

Propriotors.— "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

£inpioy»tent.— "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  la  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  Issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  klnd-of-business  Information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1983, 
1986,  and  1989. 

Scope  of  the  Cenaua. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  ajnusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  ejclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  conald- 
erable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eatabliahment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognisable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $6,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $600  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

— "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  IB,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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COAHOMA  COUKTY,  MISS. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Coahoma  County, 
Mississippi,  showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to 
194s  according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  194^  Census  of  Business  released  today 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S,  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194S  aggregated  $26.0  million,  an  increase  of 
221  percent  over  the  $S,1  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $51.6  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $15.2  million  in  1939.

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948

1,945  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 

with  a  total  of  1,536  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Coahoma  Coiinty, 
Mississippi,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Clarksdale,  Final  figures,  super- 
seding the  preliminary  data  for  Coahoma  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the 
State  of  Mississippi  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  avail- 
able this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number   of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standardi  classification  may 
have    a   considerable   effect    in   comparing 


1948   with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect    to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business   publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. . ."

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Grenada  County,  Mississippi, 
shoved  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19^8  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce.

Tvliole;:ale  sales  in  the  co\inty  reached  a  total  of  $6.9  million  in  19^8  compared  vith  $1.8 
million  in  1939'  'The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts 
totaling  $6lJ+,000  in  19i^8  compared  with  $158^000  in  1939. 

Employi;ient  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-3'^*^ar  period  between  1939  ^^<3.  19^'-8  for 

the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  79^  paid 

employees  for  the  vorlc/reek  ended  nearest  November  I5,  19^8.  This  compared  \n-th  a  total 

of  i|-17  employees  reported  for  the  veek  of  November  15^.  1939* 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  ^  Census  report  on  Grenada  Count;'", 
Mississippi,  vhich  also  Includes  data  for  the  city  of  Grenada,  Final  figures^  super- 
seding the  preliminary  data  for  Grenada  County,  will  be  Included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the 
State  of  Mississippi  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  plannod  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busaness  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
•11  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps^  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.  Some  impdrtant  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $8.2  million,  an  increase  of  228

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Itay  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus.

"Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  (Zensus  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  )(ind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Censua.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps^  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Yalobusha  County, 
Mississippi,   shoxved  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to 
1943  according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Censvis,   U,   S,   Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $6.1  million,  an  increase  of 
221  percent  over  the  $1.9  million  in  1939^   when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.     Wholesale  sales  in  the   county  reached  a  total  of  fl.l  million  in  1948  as 
compared  with  $0,8  million  in  1939 <>     The  service  trades  included  in  the   Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $186,000  in  1948  compared  with  $101,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.     Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
409  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.     This  compared 
with  a  total  of  320  employees  reported  for   the  week  of  November  15,   1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Yalobusha 
County,  Mississippi,  which  also  includes  data  for  the   city  of  Water  Valley.     Final 
figures,   superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Yalobusha  County,  will  be  included  in 
a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Mississippi  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Cenaua. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eatahliahment  de/ini tion.— For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications.
